IN WASHINGTON AND NEW YORK. 


John Sherman Leads in a Tietter—Bob 
Ingersoll Speaks to a Large Crowd 
in New York—Other Points. 


New Yorx, June 29.—The Metropolitan 
opera house was thronged tonight from the 
outermost edge of the topmost gallery to the 
furthest extremity of the stage with republi- 
cans who had assembled under the auspices of 
the republican club of this city to ratify the 
nominations of Harrison and Morton. Hun- 
dreds who tried to-gain admittance were un- 
able todoso. In the large audience assem- 
bled the number of ladies present was netice- 
able. They were almost as numerous as 
men in the orchestra seats, and in nearly every 
box there were several fashionably dressed 
women. The presiding officer of the evening 
was Edward 8. Bartlett. 

Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll was then intro- 
duced, and was warmly greeted. He said, in 
part: 

“Wherever a human being wearsa chain,. there 
you will find the sympathy of the republican party. 
It does not believe in state sovereignty, but in .re- 
serving to the state those rights given to it by the 
constitution. We deny thet any state has the right 
to deprive a citizen of his ballot. Whoever refuses 
to count an honest vote, or casts a dishonest one, is 
a traitor to the principles on which the country is 
founded.”’ 

The colonel spoke for protection. He said: 

The country which grows raw material will grow 
poor, while the country to which it felis it, and 
which manufacturers it into fabrics and sclls them 
back to it again, will grow intelligent andrich. Just 
to the extent that you mix mind and muscle you 
give value. The south raises cotton and sells it. 
Just so long as the south does this it will be poor 
and democratic.

siastic cheering of the evening, men in all 
parts of the house joining m the prolonged ap- 
piause that followed.

If England gets her 
goods in here free she will soon become. the richest 
empire on.the globe, and we will become nobodies, 
The democrats point to lands given away by the 
republicans, but they do not-tell us of the 700d uses 
made of the lands thus granted in esfablishing con- 
nections throughout the natiou.

Comparative Statement of Business Done— 
Failures, Etc. 

New Yorn, June 20.—-R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
review of trade for the week says: 

The half year closed with the volume of business 
atthis date about I0 per cent smaller than that of 
last year, but larger than 1836 or previous years. 
The genetal complaint that business is dull means 
that the reaction from the greater activity of a year 
ago, and m the confident expectations of last 
winter, is kitm'y felt. To very many traders, who 
bought largely in their over-confideace, the shrink- 
age brings serious losses or actual embarassment, 
and to this cause is mainly due the increase noted 
during the recent monthstn the numberof failures 
for the past quarter. Failures nuinber 2,241 in the 
United States, against 1,905 for the same quarter last 
yoar, aind in Canada 343, against 315. n 
amount Of liabilities thereis also an in«rers); 
in . the United Siates, $29,229,550, against 
$22,976,350 last year, but a decrease in Canada, 
$2,781,674 agairst $3,207,985 last year. 

Prices have declined a little more during the past 
week, but show at the close some recovery. Wheat 
is but one-fourth a cent lower thau a week ago; 
corn a cent lower and oats a cent higher. Frac- 
tional gains éppear in lard and coffee, while cotton 
bas weakened an eighth, and speculators for a rise 
have been hastily unloading. Oil is about a cent

In a re- 
script addressed to Bismarck, dated Tuesday, 
the emperor refers to the profound shock 
caused by the death of Emperor Frederick, 
following so soon the death of Emperor Wil- 
liam, and says: 

I have jost a most affectionate father and the 
country a faithful and noble ruler. Germany, in 
sublime unanimity, mourns with me; foreign 
nations sympathize with us in our common pain. 
The magniiicent flowers and wreaths devoted to the 
departed, from far and near, and the numerous tele- 
grams expressing condolence, testify tothe love and 
yeneration which the deceased won throuchout 
Germany, including Alsace-Lorraine. Frond stant 
parts of the world Germans sent expressious of 
sympathy. It is truly touching, and it affords mea 
lofty consolation to see my beloved father so 
sincerely venerated. From the depths of my heart 
I express the most cordial thanks for these marks of 
earnest fecling which have lifted me from my sor- 
row, and at the same time I give assurance that my 
earnest etforis, ike those of my ancestors, will be 
directed in undisturbed peaceful labor toward pro- 
motiue and ecnsolidating the welfare of the coun- 
try. May God give me His blessing to this end.

PANAMA CANAL LOAN, 


DeLesseps Calls Members of the Board To- 
gether to Explain Matters. 
LOnpDoN, June 29.—A dispatch from Paris 
says: The Temps states that DeLesseps con- 
yoked members of the Panama canal board to- 
day in order to submit to them resolutions re- 
lating to the issue of lottery bonds. The exact 
amount of subscriptions has not yet been an- 
nounced. It is knewn that about 350,000small 
subscribers have applied for #00,000, bonds. 
The whole issue consists of 2,000,000 bonds, 
each of the nominal value of £16 and issued at 
£14, the total amount of loan being £23,000,000 
The intervention of large subscribers and old 
financial friends of the company is held 
to justify the total issuc of 
bonds, the company fulfilling the conditions 
by effecting the payment of the first install- 
ments due and the immediate lodgement of a 
deposit inrentes as a guarantee for the pay- 
ment of the entire loan. Panama canal shares 
closed 4% f. higher today. The Standard 
contends that even if yesterday’s statement, 
that 1,300,000 bonds had been taken, were cor- 
rect, the loan isafailure. It would give the 
company possession of £14,000,009, bat this 
sum would melt like snow under the tremen- 
dous expenses of the works, combined with the 
dead weight of interest, now exceeding £4,000,- 
000 yearly. A year hence it would be a com- 
pany without a capital and debts amounting to 
£90,000,000, with no available assets.

Fort VALLEY, Ga., June 29.—[Special.]— 
There is a railroad tangle here at this time. 
The negotiations between the Atlanta and 
Florida and Central—(or rather Southwestern) 
have come to naught. 

The former has graded up to the right of 
way of the latter, northeast of the town, and 
suspended, pending a conference as to the 
rigiit of way—running a short distance parallel 
with the Southwestern toa point in front of 
the Harris house. A few days ago the Central 
authorities commenced building side tracks 
along this way to occupy the ground, so as to 
shut out the Atlantaand Florida.

These 
are to be extended along the 
eastern front. This is on the hotel side. 
When this is done tracks are to be placed on 
the opposite side, extending to the limits of 
the right-of-way of the Southwestern.

A Threatened Suit Against the 
Central 


Freight Cars—News of Interest 
Throughont the State. 


ALBANY, Ga., June 29.—[Special.]—Quite a 
sensation has been caused here by a threatened 
suit against the Central railroad for refusing 
to furnish ventilated fruit cars atthe begin- 
ning of the season for the shipment of melons. 
The agent (Captain John A. Davis) publishes 
alengthy card, over his own signature, in 
which he incorporates letters from various 
melon-growers, certifying to the fact that they 
have been supplied with a sufficiency of cars. 
The agent here has certainly done his daty in 
supplying all the cars possible under the sud- 
den demand for them, and the call for the fruit 
cars by the other roads owningthem are what 
necessitated numbers of cars Leing transferred 
from this point to the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railway, and otherroads. The melon 
crop is generally earlier below us, but this 
season they seemed to ripen simultaneously 
throughout south and southwest Georgia, caus- 
ing the great call for cars from all points.

A SINGULAR TREE. 

A singular tree, and once a very nsefnl one, 
thrives in this section. It isthe jnjube (zizy- 
phus), a crooked shaped, rather uncouth look- 
ing shrub, with asmall leaf, and now filled 
with a small green fruit about the size and 
shape of an olive. Whenripe, they are of a 
brownish red or terra cotta color, and are very 
pleasant to the taste, being sweet, with a 
slightly acidulous flavor, and with an oblong, 
pointed stripe iri the center. They were form- 
erly much used in the manufacture of jujube 
paste, once a popular confection. It has med- 
icinal qualities, being nutritive and demulcent, 
and is used in pectoral complaints. The tree 
is a native of southern Europe, growing wild 
along the shores of the Mediterranean and cul- 
tivated quite extensively in Italy, Spain and 
the south of France. The finest specimen of 
Ahe tree in this place is in the lovely garden of 
Mr. L. E. Welch. Itis quite large and well 
fruited. They ripen bere in August.

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THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCE. 


‘Its Objects Set Forth by Colonel Charles 


DPD, Adams, 

Etravitte, Ga., June 26, 1888.—Editors . 
Constitution:—There is a great deal of talk 
as regards the Farmers’ Alliance, its plans, 
purposes, etc., “and I am surprised to ind sO 
many erroneous ideas as regards the alliance 
and its relationship to all classes, especially 
to the merchant and other consumers. In the 
first place, many seem convicted of the —_ 
ion that the alliance proper is a thing of politi 
cal purpose mainly,and are therefore watching 
its movements with a great deal of concern. 

From recent, and I must say, unfortunate 
developments, there has been some just cause 
for serious apprehensions, but owing to the 
constitutional spirit of the organization I am 
sitisied that there are enough true 
men in the alliance to honor 
and protect its constitution and 
the best interest of the state from the impecsi- 
tion of oftice seekers through this or any 
other agency, by a thoughtful and unbiased 
vote with his party. Asa rule, the alliance 
regards politics as one of the most dangerous 
breakers that usually threaten all such organi- 
zations, and I think will studiously avoid it. 

i, however, consider this question of minor 
importance when compared with that of the 
attitude of the alliance to all 
classes of consumers, especially the 
merchant. That men smarting under the 
grinding of a high price eredit system have 
gone into the alliance crying down with the 
merchant, is true, but I am of the opinion 
that the more reasonable view of this question 
prevails, which regards the merchants with 
all classes of consumers as legitimate and in- 
dispensible factors in the great commercial 
interests of the country. 

What the farmer needs today is a lively in- 
crease of consumption, with a decided decrease 
in the cost of production.

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HARRISON ON HIS FAMILY. 


He Claims to be a Self-Made “Man—Mr. 
Harrison Talks. — 
Frem the New York Tribune. 

Benjamin Harrison is not much interested 
in the questions of geneaology. He said.to the 
Tribune correspondent today; 

“T have never male any investigation asto my 
ancestry. I don’t think itcan be shown that I am 
descended from the Harrisons uf King Charles the 
First’sday. Atleast, have no knowledge that I 
am. I received aletter* from a gentleman of Vir- 
ginia today that he was of the opinion from @ gene- 
alogical table that I was descended from a cavalier 
family that came over to Virginia from England, 
and not from the roundhead gencral, I suppose 
that would better please the Virginians, but I care 
nothing about these questions of ancestry. They 
will not be considered in the epproaching canvass. 
I received nothing from my ancestors but an edu- 

ation, and that was sufficient.”’ 

“My father had a farm,” continued General Har- 
son, ‘about five miles from tLat of my grandfather. 
He signed some worthless notes, and died poor, 
leaving his family nothing. I married young, when 
I was only twenty years of age, and came to In- 
diauapolis, which was then a place of only 14,000 or 
15,000 inhebitants. My wife and I took as our dwell- 
ing a little house of only three rooms, on Vermont 
street. I remember we had six knives and six two- 
pronged forks, six plates and a similarly slim equip- 
menutall around. My wife did her own work, and 
we have both said since we were never happier in 
our lives. My first fee as a lawyer, a five dollar gold 
piece, I reeeived atthe door of that dwelling. I 
was hired by a famer to plead a_ suit 
for him in a little country place. 
could not hire a_ carriage and haye any 
money left of my fee, and so I went horseback in 
much diseconifort, but I won my ease and brought 
home some money. Lawyers do not make much 
money, or atleast they do not usually have much 
more when they die than the roof over their heads, 
Il own this house and the lot on which it rests, but 
I have no other rea! estate except fifteen acres of 
my grandfather's farm at. North Bend. I bought 
that forsentimental reasons, It is part of the farm 
ofasisterof mine. I have noincome beyond my 
professional one as a lawyer, except about $1,0CJ 
from a certain investinent.”’ 

“IT see,” said Gen, Harrison, ‘‘that people say 1 
am interested in cattle companies. I have no inter- 
est inany cattle company. A few years ago I in- 
vested several thousand dollars in a Montana cattle 
company in which my son was interested, but I soon 
conveyed my interest to my son, and am not inter- 
esicd in any way with the company.”’ 

Mrs. Harrison, whois a fine looking woman of 
middle age, with good humor and g¢prightliness of 
disposition marked all over her face, saw many of 
her husband’s visitors today. One ofthe visitors, a 
Kentucky delegate, said: 

“Allow me%o congratulate the future mistress of 

he white house.”’ 

‘“T think,” said Mrs. Harrison, looking with a 
smile at her husband, “I think I had better not ac- 
cept that congratulation until after election day.’’ 

Another visitor said to her: “Did you believe that 
your Lbusband was going to be nominated?’ 

“I have seen too much of the uncertainties of pol- 
itics,’ answered Mrs. Harrison, ‘to believe that 
anything will surely bappen.”’

Harrison and the Heathen Chinee. 

If the republicans thought that the nomi- 
mation of acommonplace candidate would 
give them a serene and peaceful campaign 
they made a sad miscalculation; for no 
sooner was Harrison nominated than some 
of the leading German newspapers bolted 
the nomination. This was something of a 
shock to the republicans, who are none too 
enthusiastic over their candidates. 

There haye been other shocks. For in- 
stance, we read that a wealthy Chinaman 
at Bismarck, Dakota, decorated and illumi- 
mated his laundry in honor of Harrison’s 
nomination. This harmless giorification 
was too much for the free and bold North 
American stomach of the average Dakotan, 
and the result was alively street disturbance 
in which the patriotic Chinaman was proba- 
bly struck in the abdomen with a chunk of 
old red sandstone. 

But the Chinaman was right. He simply 
endeavored, in genuine United States style 
to show that he remembered with gratitude 
Mr. Harrison’s record on the Chinese ques- 
tion. The republican organs are making 
frantic efforts to explain this record away, 
but it is a plain and consistent record from 
beginning toend. In 1882, the republican 
mominee advised his party to enfranchise 
the Chinese in this country to gain their 


votes and then allow unrestricted immi- 


gration. From a purely partisan point of 
view, Harrison was right, for if the signs of 
the times are not all wrong, the republicans 
will need thousands of Chinese votes this 
year to enable them to defeat the democrats, 

The record of the republican nominee, as 
we have said, is perfectly consistent. He 
was not only in favor of Chinese citizenship, 
but he was in favor of the unrestricted im- 
portation of contract coolie labor. He op- 
posed the act which President Arthur ap- 
proved and thus demonstrated the strength 
of his convictions:

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A City Without Churches. 

‘‘Make it your business to see that more 
churches are built in Berlin!’’ 

With these curt words the young German 
emperor dismissed the municipal authorities 
of his capital, when they called upon him 
the other day. . 

After Bismarck’s declaration that the 
Geyman people love God and fear nobody 
one would naturally think that Berlin must 
be acity.of churches. Such, however, is 
not the case. The Encyclopedia Britan- 

“hica, speaking of Berlin just after the census 
of 1874, says that in the matter of churches 
it is relatively probably the poorest capital 
of Christendom. It has only forty-eight 
churches and chapels belonging to the state 
church, five Roman Catholic churches and 
chapels, eight foreign and free chapels, and 
three synagogues to satisfy the wants of one 
million people. The number of actual wor- 
shippers in all the churches on an average 
Sunday is said to be less than two per cent 
of the entire population. 

For a city of so much wealth and culture 
this is a lamentable exhibit. 

In recommending the building of more 
churches the Emperor William has shown 
an unexpected degree of wisdom. Whether 
he isa devout Christian or not, he knows 
that religion is an empire’s strongest safe- 
guard against anarchy, communism and 
lawlessness, When aruler knows that not 
more than 20,000 out of the million people 
around him are assembled in the churches 
on the Sabbath he is justified in looking out 
for serious trouble. 

It is hoped ‘that the Berlin municipal 
fathers will heed their emperor’s advice, 
and that the people will fill the churches 
when they get them.

Signal Service Guesses. 


During the recent hot spell of ten days in 
New York, the signal sefvice bureau in- 
duiged in some wild guess work. 

During the first five days of the warm 
wave the bureau made only one correct pre 
diction, and that was on the fifth day when 
the weather turned cooler. Taking advan- 
tage of this pointer the signal service man 
announced that the next day would be 
cooler. To his disappointment it was hot- 
ter. He bulletined cooler for the next day, 
and again it was hotter. Then he got his 
dander up and swore that he would claim 
everything and stick toit. So he predicted 
cooler weather for two days in succession. 
but thethermometer remained stationary. 
He made one more effort, still promising 
something cooler. Tfiis time he struck it. 
The weather was all that he could desire. 

The wonder is that our weather prophets 
have not worked this kink before. All they 
have to do is to make a prediction and re- 
peat it every day. In the course of time the 
weather is bound to pan out satisfactorily 
under such a system, and in the light of our 
signal service history it is safe to say that it 
isthe only system adapted to the end in 
view; and the beaut, of it is its simplicity 
and the ease with which it may be worked. 
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Wherein is He Strong? 

In nominating Harrison, the republican 
convention of course thought it had agreed 
on a strong man, but if it had its work to do 
over again, it isa matter of serious doubt 
whether the result would be the same. 

Harrison was nominated on Monday, and 
before he had been in the field one day, the 
lights were turned on enough of his record 
to show that the’-homin&tion was an exceed- 
ingly weak one; and some of those who 
voted for him are now probably asking 
themselves, 

Why did they do it? 

They were told that he was a 
strong man in Indiana, and could carry 
that state, and yet they find that 
in 1876 he was overwhelmingly defeated 

or governor by ‘Blue Jeans’’ Williams, 
and later was defeated for the senate when 
he was the distinct issue in the legislative 
races. 

They further find—that. he was an-drdent 
supporter of the bill to enfranchise Chinese, 
and was opposed to all efforts to restrict the 
tide of immigration from China to this 
country, for which reasons California and 
the Pacific slope are down on him. 

They further find—that his position on 
the bill legalizing the importation of pauper 
labor from Europe under contract, has 
sounded his death knell in many republican 
labor voting strongholds which have suffer- 
ed from such weakening competition. 

They further find—that his knownothing 
record has already created intense dissat‘s- 
faction with the republican foreign vote, and 
that this breach in the party is widening 
every day. 

They further find—after resurveying the 
situation, that among the planks of the 
platform which they themselves voted to 

adopt, and which was adopted as the unani- 
mous sentiment of the convention, was the 
following: 

‘“*We declare our hostility tothe introduction into 
this country of foreign contract laborand of Chinese 
labor, alien to our civilization and our constitution 
and we demand the rigid enforcement of the exist- 
ing laws againstit, and favor such immediate legis- 
lation as will exclude such labor trom our shores,”’ 

And yet, in the very face of this, they see 
that they have nominated a man whose 
whole public career in congress

when in the United States senate, of any 
importance whatever, was to take a decided 
stand in favor of turning the floodgates of 
China open on this country, and more than 
this, he wanted to extend to every mother’s 
son of a Chinaman that came to this coun- 
try the right to vote. No wonder the repub- 
licans of California and Oregon, particularly, 
hold their nose when they swallow the dose 
administered to them by the republican con- 
vention.

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THE AMBROSE STORY AGAIN, 


Colonel N. L. Hutchins Replies to Major 
Simmons. : 


Eprrors ConsTITuTION: Major Simmons, 
in his last lettersays: “Ic now appears that Nathan 
L. Nutebins, Jr., sent in for publication the article 
as hisown,’”’ ete. Every line, word and syllable in 
th:.t article was my own language, and Iam respon- 
sible for it. Hethen refers to his former article 
and seeks toimpress upon the public that he has 
denounced what he persists in terming an ‘‘assault 
upon the dead.” Justice had no desire to 
attack either the living or the dead, 
but spoke of the crime as ‘“cow- 
ardiy and cold-bl.oded,”’ and submitted 
the facts to justify him. In my last communication 
I proved by the then coroner and sheriff, and other 
good men ot this place, that the facts in connection 
with the homicide, as stated, were ‘sul stantially 
true.’’ He says these good men did not “‘certify that 
he inspired” the news item iu_ THE CONSTITUTION of 
the 16thinst. Nor did Justice’either charge or “‘in- 
sinuate”’ that he did, tut did state that Ambrose’s 
father and Major Simmons gave publicity here to 
the account of the fugitive in the west, upon which 
the ‘“‘sensational story’’ in THE CONSTITUTION 
was founded, or words to that effect. 

To extricate himself from the unenviable position 
into which his passion hurried him, Major Siunmons 
resorts to expedients worthy of the adroit lawyer 
that lie is, and things immaterial to the issue are 
made to play a part. 

Whether a wortgage was given for the borrowed 
money or not; whether Major Graham saw the 
Florida prisoner or not; whether Ambrose waited to 
see if Orr would die or not before he 
fled ; whether Allison, after arresting 
& man he ovght to have known was not 
Ambrose, never returned or reported his actions 
or not; are matters that could not have offended 
Major Simmons, The public will probably regard 
these as shifts and subterfuges to avoid the force of 
the evidence which this correspondence haselicited, 
Hie asserted that the circumstances of the homicide, 
as contained in Justice's article, were ‘not true nor 
designed to be.”’ This issue was cecided against 
him. Truth cannot be converted into slander, and 
Major Summons’s denunciations are but “sounding 

rass.”’ 

I did not ask the good men who Pave me the cir- 
tificate as tothe facts of the homicide to certifiy to 
my good character, but should it ever become nec- 
essary to do so, I wou!d be perfectly willing, as be 
tween myself and Major simsuons, to rest the matter 
with them.

A Hero and a Poem. 

EEITORS CONSTITUTION: Please publish the 
poem on ‘‘A British Soldier in China,” with the 
circumstances of its Origin. “, H. 8. 

The poem alluded to is by Sir Francis Hastings 
Doyle. The circumstance givingrise to it was about 
asfollows; During the war between Great Britian 
and China, in 1897-58, one day a young fellow 
named Moyse, a private of the “Kentish Buffs,”’ 
having lagged behind on the march with some 
Sikh soldiers, was taken prisoner by the enemy. 
The fellows had been drinking, which was the 
cause of their detention, as they were hanging 
around the grog-train in the hope of getting more 
Hquor. But this rough, drinking young English- 
man had the soulofa hero. The Chinese oificials 
demanded the kotow of the Captives; 
that is, the ceremoly of kneeling 
and snocking the head upon the 
ground. This the Indian soldiers willingly did, and 
thus sayed their lives, but the Englishman regard- 
ing the act asa degradation, positively refused, in 
spite of all threats, and was finally beaten to death 
and his body wasthrown to the jackals. The cir 
cumstance acquired peculiar intercst from the fact 
thatthe questions of receiving the English and 
American embassies at that time hinged upon the 
question whether the envoys could be allowed to 
approach the sovereign without performing the 
kotow. The Chinese regard this obelsance as due 
to all the gods, tothe. emperor, who 
heaven and the messenger of the gods, and in aless 
degree to the officials who represent the emperor. 
The extreme obcisarice, indeel, required by the em- 
peror and heaven, is kneelingandkhn cking the head 
thrice, then standing upright and again kneeling, 
this to be performed three times. This obcisance 
had been performed by the Datch embassadors and 
anenvyoy from Russia, and the English and Ameri 
can ambassadors were the first who had dared to re 
fuse to acced to the ceremony, 

As the poem to which our query refers is a fine 
one, and comparatively little known, we quote it as 
follows: 

“Last night, among his fellow roughs,
